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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To use bath liquid efficiently while reducing the initial 
.amount of bath liquid by adding to the bath liquid a prescribed 
amount of a packing material which is inactive and fluidized in the 
bath liquid and thus increasing the apparent volume of the bath 
liquid, and then treating a material to be treated in the liquid. 

CONSTITUTION: When the material to be treated is treated in 
processes for degreasing, chemical conversion treatment, 
electrodeposition coating, etc., a packing material which serves as a 
bulk filler and consists of a material inactive in a treating 
solution and has such specific gravity that it is fluidized in the 
treating solution is added to the treating solution to increase its 
.^I?E3i.ent_vp w luine . The constitution of the packing material depends 
upon the kind of bath liquid, the shape is not limited; it may be 
either solid or ' hollow and has about 10 ~~3 0 0mm&phiv; size and an about 
30—80% mixing rate. For example, hollow iron beads coated with 
i-JI? uJLa t i n <2 ma t er i . a i s m s u ch „ ^ e lec tr g dep o_s i t i on 

paint bath liquid; hollow nylon beads, etc., having superior solvent 
resistance are used for degreasing bath liquid and expanded 
polyure thane beads, etc., are used for bath liquid for chemical 
conversion treatment. 
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
